Edward  Thomas,  CIE,  ERS  (1813-1886)  was  a  frequent  and  prolific  contributor  on  Oriental 
numismatics  to  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  from  1847  until  his  death.  Among  the  topics  he 
wrote  about  were  Arsacid  and  Partho-Persian  coins  {NC  1850),  the  earliest  Indian  coinages 
{NC  1864),  and  a  series  on  Sassanian  coinage  (Ad870-73).  His  study  of  the  Bactrian  and 
Indo-Scythic  coinages  {NC  1862),  and  the  coins  of  the  Sultans  of  Delhi  {NC  1887-8, 
published  posthumously)  remained  standard  references  on  these  subjects  for  some  time. 
Thomas  also  edited  Numismata  Orientalia  for  Nicholas  Trubner,  and  contributed  to  it  his 
essay  on  Ancient  Indian  Weights  (1874). 

Thomas  developed  his  interest  in  Oriental  coins  when  in  the  Bengal  service  of  the  East 
India  Company,  in  which  he  was  employed  from  1832  to  1857.  During  that  time  he  also 
served  as  a  magistrate  and  collector  at  Delhi  ( 1 853-4),  and  as  the  civil  and  sessions  judge  of 
Saugor  and  Nerbudda  (1854-5). 

On  retirement  Thomas  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  in  scholarly  pursuits.  He  had  joined  the 
Royal  Asiatic  Society  in  1846,  and  was  its  treasurer  for  25  years.  On  8  June  1871  he  M^as 
elected  as  ERS,  and  on  23  May  1884  awarded  the  CIE.

David  Newbold  Gaussen  (1893-1916,  eldest  son  of  the  Rev.  C.E.  Gaussen,  vicar  of 
Nettlebed  with  Potten  End,  Berkhamsted;  educated  at  Brighton  College,  Berkhamsted 
School,  and  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford,  commissioned  into  the  8th  Bedfordshire  Regiment 
September  1914;  transferred  to  the  1st  Bedfordshires;  killed  in  action,  31  July  1916. 

Gaussen  was  well  known  in  University  athletic  circles  as  a  long  distance  runner.  The  medal 
sold  here  was  awarded  to  him  for  winning  the  3  Miles  Race  at  the  ‘Jubilee’  athletics 
meeting  between  Oxford  and  Cambridge  on  14  March  1913  at  Queen’s  Club,  held  in  the 
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presence  of  King  George  \'  and  the  Prince  of  Wales.  Reporting  on  the  event  afterwards,  The 
Times  correspondent  wrote; 

nothing  but  a  fit  of  apoplexy  could  prevent  Gaussen  from  winning  the  Three  Miles  race. 
There  was,  however,  great  curiosity  to  see  him  run,  and  certainly  he  has  a  lively  style.  He  is 
a  lithe,  light,  graceful  runner,  who  gets  over  the  ground  wdth  the  absolute  minimum  of 
effort...  The  Oxford  man  w’ent  further  and  further  ahead  and  wmn,  charitably  speaking,  by 
300  yards  in  14  min.  47  sec.,  a  great  time  in  the  circumstances...’ 

Gaussen  was  also  part  of  the  Oxford  team  which  was  victorious  in  the  Inter-collegiate 
Championship  of  America  and  England  4-Mile  Relay  race  held  at  Franklin  Field,  University' 
of  Philadelphia,  on  25  April  1914.

Stanley  Robert  Marchant  (1883-1949),  Principal  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  died 
during  his  year  of  office  as  Master  of  the  Musicians’  Company,  1948-9. 

Marchant  was  educated  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  studying  organ  music  and 
composition.  He  matriculated  at  Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  in  1907,  and  took  his  doctorate 
in  music  in  1914.  In  the  Great  War  he  served  wdth  the  23rd  London  Regiment,  and  later  as 
a  bandmaster  with  the  blast  Surrey  Regt. 

An  association  with  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  had  begun  in  1902  with  his  appointment  as  second 
assistant  organist,  and  in  1927  he  succeeded  to  the  post  of  organist,  when  St.  Paul’s  was 
partially  closed  for  restoration.  He  conducted  the  re-opening  ceremony  in  June  1930,  and 
the  thanksgiving  service  for  the  silver  jubilee  of  George  V,  on  6  May  1935,  composing  a  Te 
Deuni  for  each  occasion.  He  was  made  a  C.V.O.  on  the  latter  occasion,  and  w'as  knighted  in 
1943. 

.Marchant  relinquished  his  duties  at  St.  Paul’s  when  he  w'as  appointed  Principal  of  the 
Royal  Academy  of  Music  in  1936.  He  was  also  elected  King  Edward  VII  Professor  of  .Music 
at  London  University  (1937),  and  made  chairman  of  the  council  of  the  Royal  School  of 
Church  Music  (1947),  as  well  as  serving  on  the  advisory^  panels  of  the  Arts  Council  and  of 
the  BBC.

Ecienne-Jacques  Joseph-Alexandre  Macdonald,  Due  de  Tarente,  Mareehal  de  France 
(1765-1840). 

Macdonald,  born  at  Sedan,  was  the  son  of  a  Scottish  adherent  of  the  exiled  Stuart  dynasty, 
who  had  served  in  a  Scots  regiment  in  France.  He  joined  the  French  army,  and  was  a 
Colonel  when  the  Wars  of  the  French  Revolution  broke  out.  In  1793  he  was  promoted  to 
General,  and  in  1796  to  General  of  Division.  In  May  1798  Macdonald  was  sent  to  Italy, 
where  he  became  Governor  of  Rome,  and  occupied  Naples  in  1799.  However,  his  forces 
were  routed  by  Marshal  Suvarov  at  Trebbia  in  June  1799.  After  the  coup  d'etat  on  9 
November  1799  in  which  Napoleon  became  Premier  Consul,  Macdonald  commanded  the 
right  wing  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine.  Macdonald’s  involvement  with  the  anti-Bonapartist 
intrigues  of  General  Moreau  in  1804  led  to  his  discharge,  and  he  was  not  reealled  to  active 
duty  until  1809.  In  that  year  he  was  made  Marshal  of  the  Empire  and  Duke  of 'Tarente  after 
contributing  to  the  Austrian  defeat  at  Wagram  in  July.  I  le  continued  to  serve  in  Austria  in 
1809-10,  Catalonia  in  1810-1 1,  and  was  then  posted  to  Courland.  Macdonald’s  forces  were 
defeated  by  Bliicherat  the  Battle  of  Kat/.bach  in  1813,  and  he  narrowly  escaped  with  his  life 
when  the  f'rench  were  decisively  defeated  at  the  Battle  of  Leipzig  in  October  1813 
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Although  reluctant  to  recognise  the  abdication  of  Napoleon,  Macdonald  served  Louis 
XVIll  loyally,  and  did  not  rejoin  Napoleon  during  the  llundred  Days.  After  the  Second 
Restoration  of  the  Bourbons,  .Macdonald  was  appointed  Major-fJeneral  of  the  Royal  (niard, 
and  made  a  l^egion  of  I  lonotir  in  18,M.
